trayed too. 


Moving with precision of a well 


oiled piece of machinery, the boys

the great American republic upon

next. Their natty khaki uniforms, 
compact formation and gleaminp 
rifles -formed a splendid contrast 
to the weaving lines of American 
flags that followed.
